Police Gazette champion belt,
and a purse of two thousand pounds
(2,000 f), divided as follows: "Winner

loser ; one hundred pounds (100

in addition to be allowed each com
petitor for traveling and training ex-

penses; the contest to take place at
the National Sporting club, (who) guar-
antee to the competitors the purse of
(two thousand pounds, (2,000 ), and one
aiundred pounds (100) each for expenses
on June .. 1S96.

The men to be in the ring between 9

and 10 o'clock.
The referee, judges and timekeeper to
be appointed by the National Sporting
club. Either man not trying to be dis-

qualified and the man disqualified to
receive no part of the purse given. No
contest, no purse.

In the event of any question arising
which may not be provided for in these
articles, the referee to have full

to decide such questions; his
decision to be linal, conclusive and sub-ge- ct

to no appeal in any court of law.
To guarantee our appearance as sped

fied above, we, each, hereby agree to
deposit the sum of two hundred pounds
(200) in the hands of 'the management
Df the National Sporting club; the one
failing to comply with tnese conditions
to forfeit said deposft to his opponent.

BALLIXGTOX BOOTH'S NEW AlOIi
Plans MaturrinjT for Starting It Off fully

Equipped for Conquest.
New Tork March 5. 'Ma jor Peter Glen

announced late tonight that the first
public demonstration of the new religi-
ous movement, headed by Commander
Ballington Booth, will be held in Cooper
Union on Sunday night. It is rumored
that the meeting will be conducted by
Ensign March, who is in command of
the Bowery corps of the Salvation army
For over a week it has 'been through
great effort only that Commissioner
Eva Booth has prevented the Bowery
corps from seceding.

The loss of the hall of the Cooper in-

stitute is a great one to the Salvation
army. For over two years it has held
meetings her, every night. William
E. Dodge leases it by the year and has
let them Ijave it rent free. Last Tues-
day Commissioner Eva Booth wrote to
Mr. Dodge asking him if the Salvation
army could have the use of the hall
next Sunday night as usual. He re-
plied that no one could use Cooper hall
next Sunday night unless authorized
to do so by Ballington Booth.

There is a probability that Staff Cap-
tain "Watkins, the "mother of the Bow-
ery corps" be upon the platform.

Commissioner Eva Booth and Colonel
Nicol have tried by every means in their
power, to quell this spirit of rebellion
and to gain a declaration of loyalty to
the world-wid- e Salvation army from
Staff Captain Watkins, but without sue
cess. Another move to retain the New-ar- y

corps and training home, with the
famous leader will be made tomorrow
(Friday), when Commissioner Carelton,
who has just arrived from England,
will lead a soldier meeting there.

property he holds to the Salvation army
meets with the full approval of all the
big subscribers.

Colonel Nicol has placed the follow-
ing on the bulletin board:

"The statement that Miss Booth, on
the transfer of the property of the Sal-

vation army, will take a second mort-
gage on it and send the money to Eng-
land, is a baseless fabrication."

GOOI FOP. A3JY TWO NATIONS

Balfour Gives Notice of What England's
Navy is to Be.

London, Eng., March 5. Mr. Balfour
said that he believed that Great Brit-
ain's navy in 1S99 would be in a position
to contend on satisfactory terms with
the fleets of any two countries.

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the
Liberal leader, said that the moment
was an opportune one in which to ask
the government to divulge the condi-
tion of Great Britain's relations with
Europe and America, requiring that
ast armament and the house was bound

to accept the assurance of
that grave circumstances necessi-

tated the increased expenditure.
LOAN OF THREE MILLION ASKED

Proposed Coast Defences on tbo Coast of
British Columbia.

Ottawa, Ont., March 5. In the the
senate tonight Senator McDonald of
British Columbia called attention to the
importance of fortifications being erect-
ed at Seymour Narrows, the northern
entrance to the passage between Van
Couver island, the mainland and the
Straits of Fuca, the southern entrance.
Without these gaps being fortified the
expensive works at Esquimau could be
attacke by an enemy from the rear.

Sir Mackenzie Bowell replied that the
importance of improving the defenses
of the country, owing to events which
had taken place during the past few
months, had Induced the government
to ask parliament to grant a loan of
$3,000,000 to be expended in improving
militia and defence. He admitted the
importance of fortifications at Seymour
Narrows, and although he had no of-
ficial information, he thought imperial
engineers engaged at Esquimalt intend-
ed recommending the construction of
fortifications at that point.

Kansas City, March 5. H. C. Wil-mot- h,

going under various aliases, and
'v, ho was recently arrested at Terre
Haute, Ind., and taken to Kansas, Kan.,
charged with bigamy, pleaded guilty in
that city today. The trial developed
the remarkable fact that Wilmoth had
in the last nine years married nine dif-
ferent women, all of whom are said to
be living, and that in each case he de-

serted them after having secured their
money. They live in Chicago, Duluth,
St. Paul, Cincinnati and other points.
Mrs. Wilmoth No. 1 .formerly Miss Ora
Wilkins of Seneca, Kan., and Mrs. Wil-
moth No. 2, a. former Effingham, 111.,
woman, appeared today to prosecute
the prisoner. Wilmoth had but recent-
ly been liberated from the state peni-
tentiary after serving a five-yea- rs sen-
tence for defrauding Mrs. Bellison, a
Kansas- - City woman, to whom he was
married in 1890. Sentence today was
postponed.

REDUCED TO RUINS

WFAT DEVASTATED PINAE DEL BIO

L00K3 LIKE.

Whole Towns Obliterated From Oft the
Earth, Leaving No Trace Except Their
Anhcs Populations Rendered Homeles
and Driren to Seek Such Shelter and
Subsistence as They May Chance to Find

All According to panlh Official Dis-

patches We) ler Receives Deputations
of Business Men.

Havana, March 5. The reopening- cf j

telegraphic communication with the
iegion of Pinar del Rio brings the first
detailed information of affairs in that
province for several weeks.

The condition of affairs disclosed is
little less than appalling. The rich
Vuelta Abajo district seems to have
been put to the torch, and is apparently
reduced to a howling and desolate wild-
erness. Whole towns have been oblit-
erated and reduced to heaps of ashes,
and their inhabitants are wandering
helpless over the face of the country,
without a place to lay their heads, or
wherewithal to be clothed, and many of
them are starving. The villages and
towns of Cubanas, Bahia Honda, San
Diego de Dunez, Santa Cruz de Los
Pinos, Los Palacios, Piso Real de San
Diego, and San Diego de Los Banoa are
known to be reduced to ashes, and re-
ports of others will bring the number
destroyed up to thirteen. All of these
were important and thriving centers of
population and business.

GREAT TOBACCO TOWN.
The last town which has succumbed

to the Insurgents' torch is San Juan y
Martinez. The tobacco from this town
is famous the world over, to all con-
noisseurs, for its matchless flavor. Its
cultivation (brought great wealth to the
people of the district and save material
for a large commerce in the town, and
support to over one thousand families.

San Juan de Martinez is, however, no
more. When the first column of Span-
ish troops arrived on the site of the
town, they found only debris and smok-
ing ashes all around and a seemingly
limitless sea of fire. A hundred desolate
families had taken refuge in poor huts
outside of what was once the town and
were waiting helplessly for any assist-
ance that would save them from starva-
tion. They were without clothes and
without food, and saw no prospect
ahead, in their despair, of securing
either.

San Juan y Martinez is erased from
the map. The adjoining town of San
Luis had a narrow escape from the
same fate, but escaped almost by a
miracle. The Inhabitants had already
fled outside, seeking a. refuge from the
flames, which the torch was all ready to
apply.

CONFIDENCE IN WTLER.
A committee representing the cham-

ber of commerce and the Spanish casino
called upon Captain General Wyler to-

day and assured him of their patriotic
adhesion to him in his policy.

In consequence of the distribution of
a circular containing General Weyler's
proclamation requiring the concentra-
tion of all country people within the lim-
its of the towns, for protection, there
have been knany delegations of farmers
coming to Santiago de Cuba, to inquire
of the military authorities how far the
requirements applies to them, and for
an interpretation of the provisions. The
consuls of foreign governments are
seeking the same information.

A column of troops coming into Ra-
mon de Los Tguas, Santiago de Cuba,
was fired upon by the insurgents, near
the mountains of Palmarieas. The lat-
ter were routed, leaving several dead.
The leader, Vega Verala, was wounded
and made prisoner.

The sipanlsh bark, Grain Canaria, of
500 tons, has been lost off Cayo Cinfites,
north of Romano. It is believed that all
of the crew were saved.

Admiral Caravo will leave here to-

morrow on- board the cruiser Herman
Cortes, for the north coast of Pinar del
Rio. Generals Bernal and Vicuna have
arrived here for a conference with Cap-
tain General Weyler.

KILLING OFF THE LNSURGENTS

Work of Officially the Cubans
Goes en llmvely.

(Havana, Cuba, March 5. Captain
General Weyler has issued an order pro-

hibiting the sale of petroleum and other
inflamable articles of a like description
in the villages of Cuba and regulating
their importation.

Major Ferrear, In charge of a detach-
ment of troops guarding a provision
train bound from Santi Spiritus to Pico
Tuerto, province of Santa Clara, has
repulsed an insurgent attack. Four
insurgents were killedand the troops
lost ?Ix men.

The Spanish gunboat Linves. convey-
ing provisions to Jibacoa, found the en-

trance of the river closed by a chain
stretched from bank to bank. The

fired upon trhe gunboat and
the latter returned the fire.

A force of insurgents has attacked a
passenger train between Palos and s,

province of Matanzas but they
were repelled with a loss of 6ix men.

The column of troops commanded by
Colonel Martin has been engaged at
Santa Cruz, province of Puerto Principe
with a band Of insurgents. There were
some lively exchanges of rifle shots and
nine shots were fired by the Spanish
artillery, causing the enemy to lose
many men. On the side of the govern-
ment troops. Lieutenant Gonzales Val-do- s

was seriously wounded.
Small columns of Spanish troops in

the vicinity of Palmira, province of San-
ta Clara, have killed seven insurgents.

A detachment of insurgents belonging
to Maceo's forces have captured the
fort at Santa Cruz, this province, a
small place north of Jibacoa, by unfair
means, it is claimed. The insurgents
called upon the little garrison to sur-
render and the Spanish in charge left
the fort for the purpose of conferring
with the insurgent leader.

In the meanwhile the Insurgents sur-
rounded the fort, entered it and made
prisoners of the volunteers defending,
also capturing all their arms and the
supply of ammunition. The volunteers
were subsequently released and the mil-
itary governor of Jibacoa sent a detach-
ment of troops in pursuit.

Lieutenant Colonel Aldecoa, of the
Valencia battalion, near Cidar, pro-
vince of Matanzas. has been engagec
with a numerous band of insurgents
coming from the direction of the City
of Matanzas. The troops pursued the
enemy in the direction of Santa Elena
and Arroyo A"ieja. inflicting severe los
upon them and capturing one pr.n

Generals Parts and Arolas are closeTv
pursuing Gomez, who is now on the'
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limits of the borders of the province of
Santa Clara, according to the official ad-

vices.
General Patrs Jailed four "explorers"

at Arolas. He also killed several oth-
ers at Carilo while continuing the pur-- i
suit of oGmez.

The troops commanded by Colonel La
Chambre. In the Santiago de Cuba dis-

trict, while reconnitering in the vicini-
ty of Parahueca, killed two insurgents
and destroyed a cartridge factory and
a tanner's shop belonging to the insur-
gents.

The situation in the province of Pinar
del Rio has greatly improved. It was
recently entirely lacking in telegraphic
communication and in garrisons and
was at the mercy of the Insurgents.
But order has been restrode and mat-
ters are now in their usual state, al-
though communication is maintained
by the heliographic system.

The insurgent leader, Calunga, who
was reported to have been killed in an
engagement with the Spanish troops,
is still alive. The man killed was a
fisherman of the same name.

General Melguize had an engagement
at the plantation of Moraloc near Casi-gue- s,

this province, with the bands of
insurgents belonging to Maceo's com-
mand. The troops dislodged the in-

surgents from the position: which they
occupied, and the Castillio squadron
and the Taretces volunteers in pursu-
ing them killed eighteen of the enemy
and wounded many more. The troops
had several wounded.

Colonel Martin had an engagement
with the insurgents at Tero farm after
crossing the river Tunico, not far from
Santa Cruz. In the province of Puerto
Principe, and the colonel afterwards
dispersed the insurgents at Solbacon
and at Pico Pica, where the insusrgenta
had again united their forces. Colonel
Martin's cavalry charged the Insurgents
front and dislodged the enemy from the
position occupied, with loss. The colonel
also arrested five suspicious persons.

It is reported that in the engagement
which General Bernal had with the in-

surgents at Mamei, the latter incurred
a loss of sixty-thre- e killed and 133
wounded.

Information has been received that
the insurgent leader Basilo Guerra has
been killed.

Maximo Gomez is in the province of
Matanzas again.

Silversta Zetral, who was liberated by
Martinez Campos under his word of
honor not to communicate with the in-

surgents, again joined the insurgent
ranks. Be has been arrested and is now
Imprisoned in Moro castle.

CAMPOS TALKS OF CUBA

Re Denies That Vej-ler- a Ilutcher and .Id
iuit II - Failure.

New Tork, March 5. A World spec-
ial from Madrid says: Marshal Cam-
pos was seen by the World correspond-
ent. The general, who had just come
out of bed, was looking remarkably
well. He began the conversation him
self, asking in a frank, soldierly, ener-
getic manner that your correspondent
give prominence to these points:

"First," he said, "I deny that there
is any foundation for the stories of cru-
elties in General Weyler's past histo-
ry. 'He was simply a field ofHcer in
the last Cuban insurrection, carrying
out, like all others, the orders of his
ohief. Count Balmaceda, who had or-
dered reprisals because the insurgents
bad committed atrocities. People
ought not to be alarmed at the terri-
fying proclamations if Weyler, threat-
ening penalties that are practically im-
possible of execution, and only intend-
ed to quell the spirit of disaffection.
So far nobody has been shot or execu-
ted."

"Second, I have no grudge against
the Canovas government. It was per-
fectly justified in recalling me after the
failure of my military and political
plans, and I admil that I was no longer
in touch with the colonial conserva-
tives.

Third, I believe the war is likely to
last a couple of years, but despite the
staying powers of the insurgents, it is
impossible for them to succeed alone,
even if they do wear out the armies
and resources of Spain by desultory,
guerrilla warfare, favored by the cli-
matic conditions of the country.

"Fourth, as regards the colonial re-
forms which, foefore I went to Cuba, I
thought ought to be carried out, be-
cause It is politic to fulfill promises,
and which at first I believed might
have helped to stop the development of
the insurrection, together with my own
conciliatory policy. As I was only a
general in command of the forces. I
could not take the Initiative if I re-
ceived no instructions from the home
government. Soon, moreover, circum-
stances led me to see that even the col-
onial parties had some autonomists in
Cuba themselves doubted the exepdien-c- y

of reforms. I think It is now rath-
er late to attempt such palliatives and
the sword must first crush the insur-
rection before home rule Is possible.

"Fifth, Cubans attach much import-
ance to administrative economical re-
forms, which are easier to propose than
to accomplish.

"Sixth. I decline to offer an opinion
on; the advisability of meeting them half
way before rexgnitiin of bi'lUrpr,Tn.
which I a 1 ' m'ooldeu the in-
surgents and mi. use the difficulties."

FFXINO FOIt CUBA ALREADY
Funny Sort of Bill With Reference to "Ter-

ritory to be Acquired.
"Washington, March 5. Mr. Fenton

of Ohio introduced today a joint reso-
lution for an amendment to the con-
stitution providing that no addition
shall ever be made to the states of the
union of any territory which may here-
after be acquired by the government,
if such territory lies south of the par-
allel of thirty degrees north latitude.
In the of the acquisition bj-- the
United States of any territory so sit-
uated, congress is to forever exercise
exclusive legislation in all cases what-
soever over it.

Senator Elkins today introduced a
bill for a dlsciminatlng duty of 10 per
ent advalorem, in addition to other
duties on all merchandise imported In
vessels not belonging to citizens of the
United States. The bill proposes the
abrogation of all treaties contrary to
its provisions.

Upbraids Them From the Witness Stand
"With Omlttinr lavorablo Testimony
and Garbling; His Own Words and Frej.
udlcing the Fublic Against Him Coun-

cil Adopts a Motion Beqnestinc Impar-

tial Treatment He Gives the fctory of
His Life, Including Church Council gs

In Michigan.

San Francisco, March 5. Rev. C. O.
Brown was on the witness stand In hts
own. defense this afternoon before the
Congregational council. He prefaced
his testimony by scoring the newspa-
pers on ground that an effort had been
made to prejudice the community
against him. He charged that the re-
porters at the council had suppressed
all testimony favorable to him and had
misquoted his utterances to the council.
At the request of the moderator a mo-
tion was adopted by the council request-
ing the papers to treat Brawn Impar-
tially. Dr. Brown then began his testi-
mony. He stated that he was born "in
Michigan forty-seve- n years ago and
learned the trade of a blacksmith. He
wished to enlist during the civil war,
but as he (was too young to be enrolled
he accompanied his father to Shiloh and
other fields as his father's servant. Sub-
sequently he served as a bugler in the
Third Ohio.

He 'began to study theology at Ober-li- n

when 17, and a year later married
his present wife. 'For violating the-rul- e

that students should not marry he was
oblbged to leave Oberlin and so went to
Olivet college, Michigan, where he re-
mained seven years, supporting himself
by teaching and preaching-- .

He told of trouble In first pastoral
charge at Rochester, Mich., when an-
on ymous letters were scattered about
the town assailing his character. He
recounted the church council there and
read the verdict completely exonerat-
ing him of the charge of Immorality. lie
recited the more important incidents In
his career until the time of his removal
to Tacoma.

He said he first met Mis Overman
after he had been in Tacoma six
months. His wife had engaged her as
a seamstress on the recommendation of
prominent ladies. He said his acquaint-
ance with her in Tacoma was causal.
Miss Overman sewed for his wife at the
parsonage three times-- He knew sha
vvas trying to acquire an education nnd
that she worked by day and studied at
night.

He was called to the First Congrega-
tional church in San Francisco in 1S92.

and stated that he was introduced to
Mrs. Stockton by Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper.

Directly questioned, he stated that he
never sustained any improper relations
with Mrs. Stockton.

A sensational incident closed yester-
day evening's session of the clerical
court. Mrs. Sarah B .Cooper was grant-
ed the privilege of saying a few words
to the council and In a voice tremolmg
with indignation accused Deacon Morse
of having sworn falsely before the
court. Morse had just left the witness
stand. His most important assertion
had been that Mrs. Cooper had inform-
ed him that Mrs. Stockton was a dis-

reputable .woman. Mrs. Cooper replied
under oath that she had never made
such a remark and had npver, even in
a casual way, discussed Mrs. Stockton's
character with Morse.

Indianapolis, Ind., March o. William

Sutherland of Rochester, N. T., mem-
ber of the National Republican com-
mittee; Colonel A. E. Baxter of Klmira.
and D. S. Alexander of Buffalo arrived
here today in the interest of the can-
didacy of Governor Morton of New-Yor- k

for the presidency. Mr. Suther-
land is outspoken in saying that Indi-
ana owes New York a debt of gratitude
for favors rendered General Harrison.

The
body will be removed thither from the
archepiscopal residence Sunday even-
ing and will He there in jtate until
Wednesday morning, clad In the fall
robes of the dead prelate's ecclesias-
tical office.

Dignitaries of the church are expect-
ed to be preseiK in large numbers from
every part of the country. Archbish-
op Kain received a telegram from Car-
dinal Satolll announcing that he will
not be present at the fnaeraL

Ther are
no goats or mules or doukcj. Wild
animals there are, however, and, in par-
ticular, bears of cnormouB size, Ono
of these, seen stuffed in a museum, is
described as "big as an ox.'
